Such a plan was generally re g a rd ­ 
ed as futile by the majority and re­ 
cognition of the cabinet at any time 
was expected.

REDUCTION OF 82 EMPLOYES ON 
MINNEAPOLIS STAFF MADE. 
SAYS HIBBARD

a reduction 
of 2,900 employees in the field and 
>imi in the central office has 
been 
made since March I, Director F. T. 
Hines of the Veterans' Bureau has 
announced. 
Director Hines outlined 
tile results of the general reorganiza­ 
tion of the bureau's personnel. 
The sweeping cut in the number 
of employees, Director Hines said, is 
in line with the policy of elim in at­ 
ing excess and inefficient workers to 
build up a "more compact aud effici­ 
ent organization.” 
The director also announced a p ­ 
proval of increases in salaries for 
2,131 employees in the field a m o u n t­ 
ing to $325,000, and fen- 1,395 e m ­ 
ployee'' of the central office at a cost 
of $167,000. 
The increases repre­ 
sent 50 per cent of the savings in the 
salary item of the various district 
budgets, through reduction in per­ 
sonnel. 
The salary raises are effective from 
Dec. I.

miles

The body was nude and covered 
only with a layer of dirt. 


Sheriff Westphal made it known 
th a t the information which lead him 
to make the trip to the Don gee farm 
aud re sulting In the discovery of the 
body of Mrs. Tompkins, came from 
H enry Schmitz, caretaker 
of 
the 
farm who had seen un automobile 
tu rn in at the farm Thursday night 
between 12 and I o'clock. 


The bead wan cloven 
from

vertebrae and is still missing. 


A m arch conducted

E. Ray Tompkins, real estate man 
and former Milwaukee normal school 
teacher, accompanied the officials on

When brought before

K. Ray Tompkins, real estate man 
and former Milwaukee normal school 
teacher, accompanied the officials on 
tile mission. 
When brought before 
his wife’s body, Tompkins stood si­ 
lent, with no sign of emotion.

Brainerd ex-survice mpn, as a rule, are not pleaaeH with the 
stand of President Coolidge on the “bonus.” 
In the first place tho (‘xnression ‘'bonus” urates oh the ears 
of the ex-service men. 
What they wish charted into IntfislsHofi 
is “adjusted compensation.” 
Many people in Brainerd who saw’ 
no war service al the front are in favor of seeing the boys get 
adjusted compensation. 
The Brainerd Dispatch is willing to continue paying its in­ 
come tax several years longer to see that the boys get this ad­ 
justed compensation. 
The larger part of the Dispatch force saw 
service, many overseas, and an adjusted compensation bill would 
in a way compensate them, giving them the dlfterendfe due be­ 
tween army compensation and civil occupation income. 
The assertion is made by some that an adjusted compensation 
bill can be enacted in spite of a reduction in taxes contemplated. 
Representative Knutson, in an interview, stated that “Mr. 
Coolidge’* attitude on the bonus did not come as a surprise.” 
Senator Reed, republican of Pennsylvania, said: “ I agree 
with Coolidge^ suggestion to hospitalise all former service men 
who are disabled regardless of the way in Which they suffered 
their disability. That is the kind of a bonus I favoN*.” 
Senator Arthur Capper, republican of Kansas, said: “I don’t 
agree with him on the bonus, but agree with his suggestions about 
the world court, if it can be established without any connection 
with the League of Nations.’’ 
While the president’s message is under discussion anti his 
stand i;n various matters placed in the lime light, it may be well 
to review the section in his message devoted the veterans. 
In 
general he appears to favor the legislative program of the Amer­ 
ican Legion. 
“No more important duty falls on the government of tim 
United States than the adequate care of its veterans," says Presi­ 
dent Coolidge* "Those suffering disabilities incurred in the serv­ 
ice must have sufficient hospital relief and compensation. 
Their 
dependents must bl? supported. 
“Rehabilitation and vocational training must i>e completed. 
Ail of this service must be clean, must be prompt and effective, 
and it must be administered in a spirit of the broadest and deep­ 
est hum rn sympathy. 
If investigation reveals any present de­ 
fects ol administratloft or need of legislation, orders will be given 
for the immediate correction of administration, and recommenda­ 
tions for legislation should be given the highest preference. 
“At present there are 9,500 vacant beds in government hos­ 
pitals. 
I recommend that all hospitals be authorized at once to 
receive and care for. without hospital pay, the veterans of all 
wars Reeding such care, whenever there are vacant beds, and that 
immediate steps be taken to enlarge and build new hospitals to 
serve all such cast's. 
“Tin* American Legion Will present to the congress a legis­ 
lative program too extensive for detailed discussion here'. 
It is 
a carefully matured plan. While some of it I do not favor, with 
much of it I am in hearty accord, and I recommend that a most 
painstaking effort be made to provide remedies for any defects 
in the administration of the present laws which their experience 
has revealed. 
The* attitude of the* government toward these pro­ 
posals should la* one of generosity. But I do not favor the grant­ 
ing of a bonus.”

Representative Knutson, in an ihterview, stated that 
Coolidge’s attitude on the bonus did not come as a surprise. 
Senator Reed, republican of Pennsylvania, said: “I agree 
with Coolidge’s suggestion to hospitalize all former service men 
who are disabled regardless of the.- way in which they suffered 
their disability. That is the kind of a bonus I favth-.” 
Senator Arthur Capper, republican of Kansas, said: “I don’t 
agree with him on the bonus, but agree with his suggestions about 
the world court, if it can be established without any eonnectioti 
with the League of Nations.” 
While the president's message is under discussion and his 
Stand on various matters placed in the lime light, it may be well 
to review the section in his message devoted the veterans. 
In 
general he appears to favor the legislative program of the Amer­ 
ican Legion. 
“No more important duty falls on the government, of tho 
United States than the adequate care of its veterans,” says Presi­ 
dent Coolidge. “Those suffering disabilities incurred in the serv­ 
ice must have sufficient hospital relief and compensation. 
Their 
dependents must be supported. 
“Rehabilitation and vocational training must be completed. 
Ail of this service must be clean, must be prompt and effective, 
and it must be administered in a spirit of the broadest and deep­ 
est human sympathy, 
lf investigation reveals any present de­ 
fects of administrat ion or need of legislation, orders will be given 
for the immediate correction of administration, and recommenda 
ticns for legislation should be given the highest preference. 
“At present there are 9,500 vacant beds in government bos 
pitals. 
I recommend that all hospitals be authorized at once to 
receive and care for, without hospital pay, the veterans of a1 
wars needing such care, whenever there are vacant beds, and that 
immediate steps be taken to enlarge and build new hospitals to 
serve all such cases. 
“The American Legion will present to the congress a iegis 
lative program too extensive for detailed discussion here. 
It is 
a carefully matured plan. 
While some of it I do not favor, with 
much of it I am in hearty accord, and I recommend that a most 
painstaking effort be made to provide remedies for any defects 
in the administration of the present laws which their experience 
has revealed. 
The attitude of the government toward these pro­ 
posals should be one of generosity. 
But I do not favor the grant­ 
ing of a bonus.”
